The 
same paper of a later daie, details a tnck of hke cha- 
racter, practised succesetully, a few days snce, upon

A young man, named James Springer, was brought 
before the court for tnal, charged with having paseed 
counterfeit money. He was indicted jomtly with an- 
other individual, not less expert in roguery then him. 
self; but he, on the dey in question, was not to be 
found. Springer finding humeelf alone, and that the 
evidence against him was conclusive, plead guil- 
ty, but threw hunself on the mercy of the court, alleg- 
ing that he had been concerned with the misang as 
sociate in counterfeiting, only to be able to furnish 
evidence against him. He stated that us this proceed- 
ing he had the full sanction of Mr. Sparka, of the 
New York Pohce, whose advice had controled all his 
operations. ‘To suatain this position, a letter was read 
to the court by the counsel for prisoner, signed by Mr. 
Sparks, which fully corroborated Spnnger’s stay. 
ments. Under the circumstances, the court believing 
the statements correct, Springer was let off with a fine 
of twenty-five dollars.
